THF  nCTURED  ROCKS. 
Extract  of  a  letter  to  a  gentle, nan  in  this 
city. 

DE  AR  S’R, 

I  lake  the  earliest  opportunity  of  sending, 
as  yon  ro(jiiesl4'il,  ;he  extract  ol  ilie“  Pictiir- 
<  d  Rocks. It  must,  I  think,  be  read  with 
pleasure  by  every  admirer  of  the  beauties  of 
nature.  (*ov.  Cass  passed  them  iu  Ids  ex¬ 
pedition  to  tbe  head  of  the  Mississippi,  and 
describes  them  in  notes  prepared  fora  poem 
jmblisbed  some  time  since  by  a  military  gen¬ 
tleman.  “  It  requires  (says  be)  little  aid 
Irom  ilu*  imagination  to  discover  in  tiieni 
tbe  casu  llatctl  tower,  tbe  lofty  dome,  spires, 
pinnacles,  and  every  sublime,  grotesque  and 
(antastical  sliapc  Avbicb  the  genius  of  archi¬ 
tecture  has  ever  invented.  These  dirts  are 
one  unbrok»‘u  mass  of  rocks  rising  to  an  ele¬ 
vation  of  300  feet  above  liie  level  of  tlie  lake, 
and  stretching  along  the  coast  for  Ij  miles. 
Tbe  voyagers  never  pass  this  coast  except 
in  tbe  most  jirofound  calm,  and  tbe  Indians 
before  they  make  the  attempt,  offer  their  ac¬ 
customed  oblations  to  propitiate  the  favour 
of  their  3Ianitons.  I'he  eye  instinctively 
searches  along  this  eternal  rampart  for  a 
single  j)lace  of  security,  but  the  search  Is  in 
vain.  With  an  impassable  barrier  of  rock 
on  one  side,  and  an  intcr;ninable  expanse  of 
water  on  the  other,  a  sudden  storm  upon  tbe 
lake  would  as  inevitably  insure  destruction 
to  tbe  passenger  in  liis  frail  canoe,  as  if  he 
Avere  on  tbe  brink  of  the  cataract  of  Niagara. 
The  rock  itself  is  a  sandstone,  which  is  dis¬ 
integrated  by  tbe  continual  action  of  tbe  Ava- 
ler.  Avilb  comparative  facility.  There  are-- 
no  broken  masses  upon  Avbicb  the  eye  can 
rest  and  find  relief.  The  lake  is  so  deep 
that  these  masses,  as  they  are  torn  from  tbe 
precipice,  are  concealed  beneath  its  Avaters 
until  they  are  reduced  to  sand.  The  action 
of  tbe  Avaves  has  undermined  every  project¬ 
ing  point,  and  there  tbe  immense  precipice 
rests  upon  arches,  and  tbe  foundation  is  in¬ 
tersected  by  caverns  extending  in  every  di¬ 
rection.  When  AVC  passed  this  mighty 
fabric  of  nature,  the  wind  Avas  still,  and  the 
lake  calm.  Rut  even  tbe  sligbiest  motion  ol 
the  Avaves,  which  in  tbe  most  profound  calm 
agitates  tlicse  internal  seas,  swept  through 
tbe  deep  caverns  with  the  noise  of  distant 
thunder,  and  died  upon  the  ear  as  it  rolled 
forward  in  the  dark  recesses  inaccessible  to 
human  observation  ;  no  sound  more  melan¬ 
choly  or  more  awful,  ever  vibrated  upon  hu¬ 
man  nei  v(:s.  It  has  left  an  impression  wbicli 
neither  time  nor  distance  can  efface.  Rest¬ 
ing  in  a  frail  bark  canoe  upon  tbe  limpid 
waters  of  the  lake,  we  seemed  almost  sus- 
jieiuled  in  air,  so  pellucid  is  the  element  u|)- 
on  which  we  floated.  In  gazing  upon  the 
towering  battlements  which  impended  over 
us,  and  from  Avhich  the  smallest  fragment 
would  liaA’e  destroyed  us,  we  felt,  and  feel 
intensely  our  own  insignificance.

THE  PRAYING  MOTHER. 

In  a  seaport  tOAvn  in  NeAv-Kngland,  lived 
a  pious  mother  of  six  daughters.  At  the 
age  of  sixty,  she  had  been,  for  many  years, 
subject  to  disease  and  infirmity,  Avhicli  con¬ 
fined  her  to  her  house,  and  almost  to  her 
room.  To  the  writer  of  tliis,  she  said,  at  one 
of  llis  first  interviews  Avith  her ;  “  I  have 
not,  for  many  years  known  Avhat  it  is  to  gt> 
to  the  house  of  God  in  company  with  liis 
jieoplc,  and  to  take  sweet  counsel  with 
them.  Rut  I  have  another  source  of  grief 
greater  than  this,  one,  that  Aveighs  down  my 
spirit  day  and  night,  while  diseases  and  pain 
bear  my  body  toAvards  tbe  grave.  I  have 
six  daughters;  two  arc  married  and  live 
near  me,  and  four  arc  Avith  me ;  but  not  one 
of  them  is  pious.  I  am  alone.  I  have  no 
one  for  a  Christian  companion.  O  that 
even  one  of  them  Avere  pious,  that  I  might 
walk  alone  no  longer.”  Such  Avas  her  lan- 
giiajLe.  She  was  evidently  a  Avoman  of  a. 
sorrowful  spirit,  beseeching  the  Lord  witb 
much  entreaty.  Soon  after  this,  a  revival 
commenced ;  of  which  her  four  single 
daughters  Avere  among  the  first  subjects.  A 
fiflli  Avas  soon  added  to  their  number.  But 
the  other,  the  eldest,  was  unmoved.  “  Mo¬ 
ther,”  said  one  of  the  converts  ;  “  Let  us-  all 
unite  in  observing  a  day  offasting  and  prayer 
for  our  unaAvakened  sister.”  The  agreement 
was  made.  The  day  was  observed.  Of 
this,  the  subject  of  their  prayers  had  no 
knowledge.

thus  prayed,  the  sponsors  tire  then  exhort¬ 
ed  :  Doubt  ye  not,  but  earnestly  believe, 
that  Christ  will  favourably  receive  this  pre¬ 
sent  infant,  that  he  will  embrace  him  with 
the  arms  of  bis  mercy.  See.'*  They  are  then 
reminded,  that  having  brougltt  this  child  to 
be  baptized,  having  prayed  that  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ  would  vouchsafe  to  receive 
him ;  and  having  heard  that  Clirist  batli 
promised  in  his  Gospel  to  grant  all  these 
tliiutrs  thus  prayed  for — it  is  also  necesstiry 
that  this  child  should  promise  by  bis  sure¬ 
ties  that  he  will  renounce  tlte  dominion  of 
.Satan.  'I’lds  solemn  renunciation  of  the 
world,  the  desh,  and  the  devil,  having  been 
pi  oiiouneed.  the  infant  is  ba|)tized  with  water 
and  signed  with  the  sign  ol-tbe  cross,  and 
ilechii  i'd  to  be  “  regenerate,  :tnd  grafted  into 
the  body  of  Christ's  Church  which  latter 
expi'essions  are  those  complained  of. 

.Now.  it  sliunld  never  he  forgotten,  that 
titis  ordintmee  is  framed  lor  Christians  only. 
I'l.e  C!iur(‘!i  could,  iiuleed,  have  uo  other 
i>"rsons  in  vii'w.  It  is  grounded  upon  the 
prumisi'.s  of  .'scripture,  .'ind  assumes,  that 
those  ulio  use  it  come  with  tlie  view  of  claim¬

Ihayer  is  made  to  Him  who  has  promised  to 
hear  it  :  iind  the  Church  coucludes  by  c.\-

Horde's  of  ruthless  savages 
rotun  the  wilderness  of  the  west,  ami  men 
almost  as  ignonint  of  the  spirit  of  the  gospel, 
are  struggling  for  independence  in  the  south. 

“  Let  us  look  over  Lurope,  and  behold 
there  one  nation  putting  forth  her  energies 
in  the*  cause  of  evtingeli/ing  the  world.  W  e 
look  for  another  such  uatimi.  but  it  is  not  to 
be  found.  A  few  others  are  beginning  to 
awake.  Mo.st  of  them,  however,  yet  slum¬ 
ber.

;ind  .«cepires,  and  till  the  insigtiia  of  pre¬ 
scriptive  tiufhority,  like  the  dust  ofthe  sum¬ 
mer's  thresiiing  floor,  and  establish  through¬ 
out  the  Christian  world  rejirescnfative  go- 
vernment«,  on  the  broad  basis  of  common 
sense  and  inalienable  rijlit.

it  without  (leiiig  struck,  in  the  most  forcible 
manner,  with  the  peculiar  dignity  and  sub- 
liinity  of  its  composition,  sujjerior  to  that  of 
.'iny  other  writings  whatever;  so  ;is  to  be 
convinceil,  lh:if,  considering  the  age  in  which 
it  ap[)e:ire(l,  it  could  only  have  b('(;n  written 
by  a  person  divinely  inspired.  The  nume¬ 
rous  nutrks  of  genuine  ))iety,  that  occur 
tiirough  the  w  hole  book,  will  preclude  the 
idea  of  imposition,  in  any  person  acquainted 
with  liiimiin  n.iture.” 

iMicliaelis  and  Dr.  Less,  are  the  only  cri¬ 
tics  of  any  name  who  have  suspected  this 
book  to  be  spurious,  and  their  saspicions 
have  been  most  ably  refuted  by  the  very 
learned  Dr.  Woodhoiise.  Let  the  re'ader

The 
readt'r  by  simply  perusing  the  pamphlet  of 
(icner.'d  Smyth,  may  not  come  to  this  con¬ 
clusion,  unless  he  reads  the  chapter  on 
which  he  comments;  but  if  lie  does  this,  as 
in  fairriess  he  ouglit,  this  famous  explanation 
will  not  have  even  tlie  shadow  of  plausibility 
about  it.

bable  tliat  Ht'rinas  had  read  the  biwic  efSt. 
John's  Ilevelation,  and  imitati'd  it  ;  he  has 
many  things  ix'.seuibling  it.’  Thi.s  conclu¬ 
sion  is  drawn  trom  the  resemblance  alo.ae; 
from  which  /  draw  one  entireh/  different. 
Herin.as  wr  iti’  after  all  the  apostles  were 
dead,  .'Uid  pro!)ably  about  the  year  100.  In¬ 
stead  (/f  the  splendid  city,  the  new  Jenis.a- 
lem,  iie  has  a  great  stpiare  tow'er,  built  wiiJi 
bright  S(|iinr('  stones,  which  are  the  saints. 
»  he  work  ol  Hennas  is  persu.isive  evidence 
tliat  the  ;ipf)calv[)se  was  not  written  before 
liis  time ;  for  although  there  is,  in  some  par¬ 
ticulars,  a  resemhlance,  yet  the  machinery  of 
Hennas  is  so  inferior  to  that  of  the  apoca- 
l  vps(E,  that  we  must  believe  that  the  work  of 
Hernias  w  as  lit 't  written  ;  as  in  architec¬ 
ture  the  hut  preceded  the  palace.  A  man  of 
fertile  imagination,  with  the  vi.sions  of  Her 
mas  before  him,  might  |)roduce  the  apoca- 
lvps(*  ;  but  it  is  not  probable,  that  a  writer 
with  the  apocalypse  before  him,  and  imi¬ 
tating  it,  should  ])rodiice  sucli  a  wmrk  as  the 
pastor  of  Hennas.”

Where  is  the  modern  wri¬ 
ter,  who  has  ever  been  able  to  compare  in 
siibliiiiity  with  the  inspired  wiitersr  there 
i.s  a  peculiarity  about  them,  which  has  put 
an  clleclual  iKirrier  in  the  way  of  ail  success¬ 
ful  i.nitatioii.  It  is  universally  adnntfed, 
that  there  is  no  j)octry  in  e.xistcnce,  cipial  to 
that  of  the  inspired  hards,  ;ind  the  siihlimc 
elliisions  of  tin?  Prophets  put  to  shame  tlw 
ntmo.'t  elforls  of  modern  times,  even  in  the 
happiest  efforts  of  uninspired  men.  Togo 
to  no  higlier  aiithoritv  than  the  late  Lord 
I’vron,  w('  may  oll'er  :i  remark  of  hi.s,  to  jus¬ 
tify  this  .'issertion.  I'he  cxtr.ict  is  from  the 
London  Mag  azine,  as  re-pnblisiied  in  llie 
last  number  ofthe  .Museum  of  Literature  and 
.■''cience.  In  speaking  of  (joetlies  Faust, 
and  file  pretensions  of  the  author  to  origina¬ 
lity,  he  observes  t!i;it  the  prologue  is  from 
Job,  wliich,  continues  l.ord  I’yron,  is  the 
first  drama  in  the  woilci,  and  perhaps  th<; 
oMest  poem.  I  had  an  idea  of  writing ‘Ga 
Job,"  but  I  found  it  too  sublime.  There  is 
no  jioctrv  to  be  comptired  to  it.”  Now  sitp* 
pt'se  that  Lord  IJyron  bad  w  ritten  Joh-,.^ 
and  faih'd,  as  he  niti't  have  (/one,  it  would 
have  been  tiigtied  by  the  author  of  this  pa.ai* 
plilet,  that  because  Lord  IJyron  had  not 
improved  opon  Jo'o,  Job  must  of  necessity 
have  been  written  after  Lord  Pyron's  at¬ 
tempt.  This  is  tlie  sum  ofthe  argument,  as 
it  afli'Cts  the  work  of  the  shepherd  of  iler- 
mas.  ‘'He  never  could  Inive  seen  the  apo¬ 
calypse,’’  says  Gt'iier.al  Smyth,  “  or  he  no 
ver  would  Inive  wiilten  so  inferior  a  produc¬ 
tion.”  Py  any  judicious  reader,  we  have  no 
doubt  th;U  sucli  retisoning  will  be  considered 
at  best  but  lame.  This  pcreitasive  cvi(kn''t 
w  ill  fail  to  satisfy  any  hut  its  author.  Hut 
let  us  see  what  this  evidence  is  wortli.  L 
the  shepherd  of  Hernias  not  one  of  the  books 
of  the  New  Testament  is  e.xpressly  cited,

Let  ns  look  upon  our  own  continent,  and 
see  that,  with  the  exception  of  a  ntirrow 
strip  of  thinly  settled  country,  from  the  gull 
of  St.  Lawrence  to  tlie  nioutli  ot  tlie  Mis¬ 
sissippi,  the  whole  of  this  new^  world  lietli  in 
wickedness.  Hordi's  of  nitliless  savage.s 
roam  the  wilderness  of  the  west,  and  men 
j  edmost  as  ignorant  of  the  sjiirit  of  tlie  gospel, 
are  struggling  for  imk'pentlenco  in  the  south. 

“  Let  us  look  over  Lurope,  and  beliohl 
there  one  nation  putting  forth  her  energies 
in  the  cause  of  (‘vangelizing  the  world.  W  e 
look  for  another  such  nation,  but  it  is  not  to 
be  found.  few  others  are  beginning  to 
awake.  -Most  of  them,  however,  yet  slum¬ 
ber.  Many  are  tlieinselva's  in  nei'd  ol  mis¬ 
sionaries.  -Nay.  we  know  not  hut  the  move¬ 
ment  of  the  cause  of  man  in  Furopi'  is  at  I 
pres»‘nt  retrograde.  'I'lieri^  seems  to.o  (‘vi- 
(’ently  a  coalition  formed  of  the  powers  that 
he,  to  check  the  progre.-s  ol  niora!  ;ind  intel¬ 
lectual  improvement,  and  to  .ivet  again  on 
the  human  mind  the  maiiack's  of  papal  su¬ 
perstition.  God  only  knows  luiw  soon  the 
r(’-aclion  will  commence,  which  siiall  siiake 
the  continent  to  its  ci'iitre,  scatP'r  tlirones 
and  sc('pire.s,  and  till  the  insignia  of  jire- 
scriplivc  Jiuthority,  like  the  dust  of  the  .sum¬ 
mer’s  threshing  lloor,  and  establish  througii- 
out  the  Christian  world  representative  go- 
vernment«,  on  the  broad  basis  of  common 
sense  and  imdienalile  rijlit. 

Let  us  look  over.Vfriea,  tnul  see  tiiat 
upon  one  little  portion,  reclaimed  from  bru¬ 
tal  idolatry  hv  niissioiKiric'-.  the  smi  ol  rlghf- 
eoiisncss  has  sliiiK'd.  It  is  a  laud  of  ( Josheri. 
wlier(*  they  have  lijlit  in  their  (IvVt  liiugs. 
Fpon  all  tlie  remaioder  of  thi.s  vast  eoiitl- 
nent,  there  broods  a  moral  darkiie--,  imf)(.r- 
vious  as  that  wiiieli  once  veiled  her  own 
Fgypt,  on  that  prolonged  and  fearful  night 
when  no  man  knew  hi-  brother.’’

M'lie  merchants  of 
Smyrna  do  not  iiujnire  whether  Homer  was 
horn  within  their  walls  :  the  fine  sky  of 
Ionia  no  longer  inspires  either  painters  or 
poets  ;  the  same  obscurity  covers  with  its 
slinrlcs,  the  lianks  ofthe  .Iordan  and  tiie  Fn- 
phrates  ;  the  republic  of -Moses  is  not  to  be 
louiid  :  the  harps  ot  David  and  Isaiah  are 
I  now  silent  for  ever  ;  the  w’andering  .\rabian 
comes,  indifferent  and  unmoved,  to  rest  the 
poles  of  his  tent  against  the  shattered  co¬ 
lumns  of  I’almyra.  Dabylon  also,  has  fall¬ 
en  beneath  the  stroke,  and  that  city  which 
reigned  supreme  over  oppressed  Asia,  has 
scarcely  left  behind  it  a  trace  that  can  sliow 
where  the  ramparts  of  •Semiramis  were  rais¬ 
ed.  I  have  seen  on  the  spot,”  says  a  travel¬ 
ler  ;  “the  accomplishment  of  that  prophecy 
of  F.zekiel  w  hich  says,  lyre,  the  (jitecii  of 
nation.^,  shall  be  made  like  the.  top  of  a  rock, 
where  the  h she nnni  .shall  spread  their  nets.'' 
All  this  western  .A-i  i  is  spell  hound  by  .Nla- 
honietaii  siijicrstiiion.

It 
encircles  the  w  hole  family  of  man,  il  iiichi(l(?s 
every  uiK'vaiigelizf’d  being  (>f  tlie  species  to 
which  we  liclong.’' 

Is  tiicre  not  something  wonderful,  ami 
morally  sublime  inthe  object  of  missionary 
enterjiri/.e,  which  is  to  ilirow  the  light  of 
heavenly  truth  over  the  whole  face  of  tliis 
large  yet  clouded  lamiscajie  ?  hut  we  have 
not  yet  seen  the  miseries  of  this  world,  at 
which  we  have  been  looking,  and  which  we 
have  travelled  over.  ^Ve  leave  tliis  for  tlie 
present.

the  portion  upon  which  he  comments.  'Phe 
reader  by  simply  perusing  the  ptimplilet  of 
(»cncnd  Smyth,  may  not  come  to  this  con¬ 
clusion,  unless  he  reads  the  chapte.'s  on 
which  he  comments;  but  if  he  does  this,  as 
in  fairness  he  ought,  this  famous  explanation 
will  not  have  even  tiie  shadow  of  plausibility 
about  it.  Horne  in  his  celebrated  introduc¬ 
tion  to  the  critical  study  of  the  scriptures, 
commences  his  consideration  of  the  ajioca- 
lypse  in  the  following  manner  ; — 

“  It  is  a  remarkable  circumstance,  that  the 
authenticity  ot  this  book  was  very  generally, 
if  not  universally  ticknow  ledged  during  the 
two  first  centuries,  and  yet  in  the  third  cen¬ 
tury  it  began  to  be  (juestioned.  This  seems 
to  liav**  been  oc([;asl('np(1  by  some  absurd  no¬ 


tions  concerning  the  Millenrrinm,  wdiich  a  few 
well  meaning,  hut  fanciful  e.xpositors  grounej. 
ed  on  this  book  ;  which  notions  their  oppo. 
nents  injudiciously  and  presumptuously  en- 
deavoured  to  discredit,  by  denying  the  ay.

Isaac  Newton  lias  long  since  remarked! 
there  is  no  other  book  of  tlie  New  Testa¬ 
ment  so  strongly  attested,  or  commented  up» 
on  so  early,  as  the  apocalypse.  And  Dr 
Priestly  (no  mean  judge  of  biblical  questions 
where  his  pc'culiar  creed  was  not  concerned) 
iias  declared,  lhal  he  thinks  it  impossible  for 
any  intelllgiMil  and  candid  person  to  peruse 
it  without  being  struck,  in  the  most  forcible 
manner,  with  tlie  peculiar  dignity  and  sub- 
limity  of  its  composition,  sujjerior  to  that  of 
any  other  writings  whatever;  so  as  to  be 
convinced,  that,  considering  the  age  in  which 
it  ap[)eared,  it  could  only  iiave  been  written 
by  a  pi'isoii  divinely  insiiired.  The  numc* 
runs  marks  of  genuine  piety,  that  occur 
tiirougli  tlie  wliole  book,  will  preclude  the 
idea  of  imposition,  in  any  person  acquainted 
with  human  nature.” 

iMichaelis  and  Dr.  Less,  are  tiie  only  cri- 
tics  of  any  n.inie  who  have  suspected  this 
book  to  be  spurious,  and  tlieir  suspicions 
have  been  most  ably  refuted  by  the  very 
learned  Dr.  AVoodhonse.  Let  the  reader 
understand  that  (ieneral  Smyth  is  a  very 
humlde  follower  of  .Micliaelis,  jis  il  lespects 
the  ti'stimony  ofthe  early  fathers.  Witlioui 
any  further  introduction,  we  will  conimence 
the  consideration  of  the  General’s  pamphlet 

Our  author  announces  his  subject  in  hh 
fust  sentence  ; 

J’iie  important  question  respecting  the 
hook  of  the  llevelation  of  St.  John  the  di¬ 
vine,  is.  wln'ther  is  it  a  prophetical  visum  of 
future  event.-J,  or  an  artliil  enigmatical  rela-

Ol  course  he  iiiclinc-s  to  tlie  latter  opinion, 
ami  eml'.'avours  to  .support  by  tlie  eiiornious 
w»'i_dit  or!ii>x  own  opinion,  for  astoreason- 
ing,  l!ie  author  is  ('xeeedingly  sparing,  pro* 
Ixbly  supjin-ing  tiiat  the  weight  of  Ills  opi¬ 
nion  was  sullicient.  J'hiis  he  allows  t'l.it  the 
‘Mwanied  Lardmw  says,  ‘  it  is  rcry  pro- 
bablc  that  Hennas  had  read  the  book  of St. 
John’s  Jlevidation,  and  imitatcnl  it  ;  he  has 
many  tilings  resembling  it.’  This  coiiclii- 
-ion  is  drawn  ironi  the  resemblance  alone; 
from  which  /  draw  one  entirely  dijftrcnf. 
Hennas  wrote  afKn-  all  the  apostles  were 
dead,  t'lnd  proliably  about  the  year  100.  In¬ 
stead  ol  the  splendid  city,  the  new  Jerusa¬ 
lem,  he  has  a  great  square  tower,  built  with 
bright  square  stones,  which  are  the  saints. 
'  he  work  ol  Hennas  is  persu  isive  evidence 
lliat  the  apncaly[)se  was  not  written  before 
liis  time ;  tor  although  there  is,  in  some  par- 
licniarsja  rescmhlance,  yet  the  machinery  of 
Hennas  is  so  inferior  to  that  of  the  apoca- 
lypsiq  that  we  must  believe  that  the  work  of 
Hennas  w  as  rn  >t  written  ;  as  in  architec¬ 
ture  the  hut  preceded  the  palace.  A  man  of 
fertile  imagination,  with  the  visions  of  Her 
ina-  before  him,  might  produce  the  apoca¬ 
lypse  ;  but  it  is  not  probable,  that  a  writer 
with  the  apocalypse  before  him,  and  imi¬ 
tating  it,  should  jiroduce  such  a  work  as  the 
l>astor  of  Hennas.” 

There  Is  a  much  more  probable  reason, 
why  the  work  of  Hennas  should  have  been 
inferior  to  that  of  the  revelation,  than  the 
one  here  given.  AVhcrc  is  the  modern  wri¬ 
ter,  who  has  ever  been  able  to  compare  in 
.sublimity  with  the  inspired  wiiters?  tlierc 
is  a  pnculiaritv  about  them,  which  has  put 
an  dlVctual  Uarrier  in  the  w;iy  of  ail  .success- 
tiil  i.iiitation.  It  is  universally  admitted, 
that  there  is  no  jioetry  in  existence,  ccjual  to 
that  ol  tlie  inspired  hards,  and  the  sublime 
elliisions  of  the  Prophets  put  to  shame  tie' 
ntmo.-l  ellorts  of  modern  tiincts,  even  in  the 
happiest  elforts  of  uninspired  men.  Togo 
to  no  higher  authority  than  the  late  Lord 
Hvron,  we  may  olTer  a  remark  of  his,  to  jus- 
tity  thi.^  assertion.  The  extract  is  from  the 
(miidon  -Magazine,  as  re-published  in  tlie 
la-t  number  ofthe  -Museum  of  Literature  and 
JScienc'}.  In  speaking  of  Goetlies  Faust, 
and  tlie  pretensions  of  the  author  to  origina¬ 
lity,  he  obsi'i  ves  tiiat  tlie  prologue  is  fmni 
Job,  wliich,  continues  I.ord  llyron,  is  the 
first  drama  in  the  world,  and  perhaps  the 
oldest  poem.

Her  family  liad  re-  ■ 
noTinccd  all  expectation  of  receiving  her  biick 
again  into  their  bosom,  w  hen  at  length  it  pleaseil 
God,  in  answer  to  fervent  jimyer,  to  g;;uU  her 
once  more  the  power  and  use  of  her  tongue. — 
From  this  moment,  tiicre  w;is  a  manitest  ad¬ 
vancement  d.aily  towards  coinakscence  ;  so  that 
it  was  not  long  before  she  bad  suHieient  stveiigih 
of  body  to  partake  of  liic  memorials  of  her  .Sa¬ 
viour’s  dving  love.
